U-Turn: 
Rice Will 
Testify 

Administration backs down 
on appearance at 9/11 panel 

WASHINGTON I President Bush has agreed 
to do what he had insisted for weeks he 
would not: allow National Security Adviser 
Condoleezza Rice to testify publicly and under 
oath before an independent panel investigat- 
ing the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 

The White House also agreed Tuesday 
that Bush and Vice President Dick Cheney 
would answer questions — together, in pri- 
vate — before the entire commission. 

The turnabout reflect- 
ed administration concern 
that the president’s stron- 
gest point with voters — 
his leadership in the war 
on terror — could be erod- 
ed if the high-publicity dis- 
pute over Rice’s testimony 
lingered. 

“I’ve ordered this level of cooperation 
because I consider it necessary to gaining 
a complete picture of the months and years 
that preceded the murder of our fellow citi- 
zens on Sept. 11, 2001,” Bush said. 

Administration officials said Rice’s 
appearance probably would come at the 
end of next week. 

Opinion polls suggest support for Bush’s 
handling of the war on terror has declined. 
Two surveys out this week show the 
president’s approval ratings on that issue 
are now in the high 50 percent range 
after being in the mid- 60s for months.

Witness Testifies She Saw 
Nichols With Fertilizer 

A woman testified Tuesday that she 
saw Oklahoma City bombing con- 
spirator Terry Nichols spreading 
around fertilizer that prosecutors say 
was leftover bomb-making material.

P. Murrah building on April 19, 1995, 
killing 168 people, was made with 
fuel oil- soaked ammonium nitrate 
fertilizer.

Kerry Blames Bush for Gas Prices 


Says more oil should be available to consumers 


SAN DIEGO I In a high-octane, elec- 
tion-year fight. Democrat John 
Kerry on Tuesday sought to lay the 
blame for soaring gas prices on a 
resistant Republican administra- 
tion while President Bush warned of 
higher gas taxes from “some in the 
other party in Washington.” 

The presumptive Democratic 
nominee complained that Bush has 
not taken steps to drive prices down, 
calling on the administration to stop 
pumping oil into the nation’s emer- 
gency stockpile until Americans 
see cheaper prices. The adminis- 
tration has rejected that notion. 

Campaigning in Wisconsin, Bush 


complained about the damaging 
effect on the economy of gas taxes 
as his re-election team unveiled a 
new ad — set to air in 18 states — 
that labeled Kerry’s gas tax ideas 
“wacky.” 

On the eve of a meeting in 
Vienna, Kerry also urged the 
administration to implore the rep- 
resentatives of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries to 
provide more oil. 

Gasoline prices reached a 
national average of $1.80 a gallon 
in the past two weeks, according 
to the private Lundberg Survey.

Tourists to Get 
More Access to 
Statue of Liberty 

NEW YORK I Access to the Statue of 
Liberty, which has been closed since 
the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, will 
be relaxed beginning this summer, 
although tourists will still not be 
allowed inside the statue itself 

Secretary of Interior Gale Norton 
said Tuesday that the observation 
deck on the statue’s pedestal will be 
reopened sometime in late July. 

Currently, tourists can visit 
Liberty Island but are not allowed 
inside the 151-foot statue or its ped- 
estal. (AP) 


Agency’s top inspector 
says factories could bave 
made banned weapons 

WASHINGTON I U.S. weapons hunters 
in Iraq have found more evidence 
Saddam Hussein’s regime had civil- 
ian factories able to quickly produce 
biological and chemical weapons, 
the CIA’s top weapons inspector told 
senators Tuesday. But they still have 
not found any weapons. 

The CIA’s special adviser on the 
weapons hunt, Charles Duelfer, said 
he did not know how much longer 
the weapons hunt might take. 


“The picture is much more com- 
plicated than I anticipated going in,” 
Duelfer said at a Capitol Hill press 
conference. 

In a closed ses- 
sion with the Senate 
Armed Services 
Committee, Duelfer 
said the Iraq Survey 
Grouphasfoundnew 
evidence that Iraqi 
scientists flight test- 
ed long-range ballistic missiles and 
unmanned aerial vehicles that “eas- 
ily exceeded” U.N. limits of 93 miles. 

And the survey group has new 
information indicating the regime 


engaged in ongoing research to pro- 
duce chemical or biological weap- 
ons on short notice, using civilian 
— or “dual use” — facilities. 

However, in declassified testimo- 
ny shared with the media, Duelfer 
didn’t break significant ground on 
the weapons hunt, saying he lacked 
sufficient information to draw con- 
clusions about what Saddam had. 

Duelfer took over the job of top 
civilian weapons inspector after his 
predecessor, David Kay, resigned 
in January and told Congress 
“we were almost all wrong” about 
Saddam’s weapons programs.

Court blocks release 
of images made after 
Clinton lawyer’s death 

WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
ruled Tuesday that the government 
does not have to release 11-year- 
old photographs from the suicide 
of Clinton administration White 
House lawyer Vincent Foster because 
it would cause his family pain and 
intrude on their privacy. 


The unanimous decision makes it 
more difficult to use a public records 
law to access federal law enforcement 
records from autopsies and death 
scenes. Justices said privacy rights of 
survivors must be balanced against 
the public’s right to information. 

A California attorney had sought 
the Foster pictures, saying they might 
prove he was murdered as part of a 
White House cover-up. There was 
no reasonable evidence of that, the 
Supreme Court said. 


The widow of race -car driver 
Dale Earnhardt had filed papers 
with the Supreme Court opposing 
the release of four photographs of 
Foster’s body. The Earnhardt family 
had worked in Florida courts to pre- 
vent release of autopsy photographs 
of Earnhardt, who died in 2001 dur- 
ing the Daytona 500. 

Multiple investigations deter- 
mined that a depressed Foster shot 
himself in the head at a park in 
Virginia in 1993. gina Holland (ap)

ORLANDO, FLA. | The long sunny 
days of summer may increase the 
risk of catching a common sexually 
transmitted infection. And it’s not 
just because people have more sex 
when the weather is nice. 

Researchers using data from 
the Netherlands found that detec- 


tion of papilloma virus infection 
during routine cancer screening 
peaks during August. Their the- 
ory: Sunlight suppresses women’s 
immune -system defenses. 

Experts have long suspected that 
sunlight has powerful effects on the 
body’s tendency to develop a variety 


of diseases, including cancer. The 
best example is the risk of too much 
sun triggering skin cancer. 

However, many suspect sun- 
shine can even affect susceptibility 
to a variety of everyday viruses like 
papilloma. These viruses are spread 
through sexual contact, and they are 
the most common cause of cervical

‘Madrid-Level’ Terror Attack 
Prevented, President Says 

Four Muslim extremists in the al 
Qaeda-linked Abu Sayyaf group 
have been arrested with a stash of 
TNT targeted for terror attacks, offi- 
cials said Tuesday. “We have prevent- 
ed a Madrid-level attack,” President 
Gloria Macapagal Arroyo said, refer- 
ring to the March 11 train bombings 
in Spain. One suspect allegedly con- 
fessed he hid eight pounds of explo- 
sives in a TV set, then detonated 
it aboard a ferry that caught fire a 
month ago, killing more than 100 
people.

Pakistani officials on Tuesday backed 
off claims that they killed a major al 
Qaeda fugitive, saying a man they 
believed had been an intelligence 
chief for Osama bin Laden’s organi- 
zation was in fact a much less senior 
local figure.

Gen. Shaukat Sultan blamed the mis-

Disgruntled Miner Blows 
Himself Up Inside Congress 

A suicide bomber detonated his 
explosive vest in a hallway of the 
Bolivian Congress Tuesday, killing 
himself and wounding two police, 
authorities said. State -run televi- 
sion said the two officers had died. 
The bomber was a disgruntled miner 
demanding early retirement ben- 
efits, police said. Earlier Tuesday, 
police evacuated Congress amid 
reports miners planned to force 
their way into the building, (ap)

Nationalists Rally Behind 
Milosevic, Hague Defendants 

Serbian lawmakers on Tuesday 
awarded salaries, legal fees and other 
financial perks to former President 
Slobodan Milosevic and fellow 
Serbian war crimes suspects being 
tried by a U.N. tribunal. The new 
law, which was adopted by a 141-35 
vote in parliament, was opposed by 
the pro-Western Democratic Party, 
which led the 2000 rebellion against 
Milosevic and extradited him to 
the U.N. tribunal in 2001 to face 
charges stemming from the Balkan 
wars of the 1990s. (ap)

Police find chemical 
used for making bombs 
at self-storage facibty 

LO N D 0 N I Police arrested eight men 
and seized a half-ton of ammonium 
nitrate, a fertilizer compound that 
has been used in several high-pro- 
file bombings, in raids by hundreds 
of officers Tuesday. 

The sweep, one of the biggest 
anti-terrorism operations in Britain 
since Sept. 11, netted eight suspects 
in London and towns to the south 
and west on suspicion of involvement 
in the “commission, preparation or 
instigation” of acts of terrorism, 
London’s Metropolitan Police said. 

Authorities recovered the am- 
monium nitrate from a self- storage 


facility in west London. It was the 
largest seizure of potential bomb- 
making material in England since 
the Irish Republican Army suspended 
its campaign of violence in 1997- 

Press Association, the British 
news agency, said all eight sus- 
pects were of Pakistani descent, 
but police would not comment. 

Massoud Shadjareh, chair- 
man of the Islamic Human Rights 
Commission, warned that the raids 
risked demonizing Muslims. “These 
raids are usually given a lot of impor- 
tance when they are taking place,” he 
said. “But when people are released 
without charge, it is not news.” 

Of more than 500 people arrest- 
ed under the Terrorism Act since 
Sept. 11, 2001, four-fifths have been 
released without charge, (ap) 


Uzbek City Rocked 
By More Violence 


23 die as police clash 
with suspected Islamic 
militants near Tashkent 

TASHKENT, UZBEKISTAN I Gunfire 
and explosions resounded in the 
capital Tuesday as Uzbek forces 
battled for hours with suspected 
Islamic militants after two more 
suicide attacks. Officials claimed 
20 terrorists and three police died 
in the fighting. 

The bloodshed brought the death 
toll to 42 in three days of violence, 
the government said — the most 
serious unrest in the country since 
Uzbekistan let hundreds of U.S. 
troops use a base near the Afghan 
border after the Sept. 11 attacks. All 
of this week’s attacks appeared to 
target Uzbek authorities. 

The clashes Tuesday were cen- 
tered just outside the city lim- 
its, off the road heading to the 
official home of President Islam 
Karimov. 

An AP reporter saw four sep- 
arate sites of fighting in the dis- 
trict: remnants from two suicide 
bombings on roads, a burned- out 
building pockmarked with bullet 
holes and the bodies of at least five 



suspects splayed out in front of an 
apartment house. 

The clashes began with a pair of 
suicide bombings. Police stopped a 
small car, and two alleged terrorists 
jumped out and detonated explo- 
sive-laden belts, killing themselves 
and three police, said a National 
Security Service officer at the scene. 

Down the road, a woman deto- 
nated explosives after refusing to 
heed police orders to stop approach- 
ing a bus, according to witnesses. 

Three black- clad women who 
had been in a car with the bomber 
fled to a nearby apartment building, 
where police then began a nearly 
five -hour standoff with them and 
other suspects. 

An Interior Ministry officer said 
16 suspected terrorists — 11 men 
and five women — were killed in 
the apartment building, (ap) 


RENEWED CRACKDOWN FEARED 

Human Rights Watch 

released a report Tuesday doc- 
umenting the Uzbek govern- 
ment’s campaign of religious 
persecution, including torture 
and arrests of people engaged 
in legitimate religious activi- 


ty — and expressed worry that 
the latest violence could sparka 
renewed crackdown on Muslims.

TORONTO I The Canadian govern- 
ment has not tightened its security 
procedures sufficiently after Sept. 
11, leaving its border and airports 
vulnerable to terrorist infiltration, 
a key official said Tuesday. 

Auditor General Sheila Fraser 
said the lack of coordination among 
security agencies and the weakness- 
es at airports and border crossings 


need to be urgently addressed. 

“These are basic things that 
should be working more effective- 
ly,” Fraser told a news conference. 

After the Sept. 11 attacks, the 
Canadian government allocated 
$7-7 billion over five years to bol- 
ster anti-terrorism efforts. But 
Fraser, whose office is independent 
and serves Parliament, found that 


agencies are still unable to share 
some security information. 

For example, information about 
the 25,000 Canadian passports lost 
or stolen each year is not available 
to front-line officers, even though 
they could be used by terrorists, the 
report said. And watch lists used 
to screen visa applicants seeking 
to enter Canada are “in disarray” 
because of inaccuracies and shoddy 
updating, Fraser found, (ap)

Grocery 
Workers 
OK Deal 

Giant, Safeway unions 
overwhelmingly pass 
four-year agreement 

WASHINGTON! The operators of the 
two largest supermarket chains in 
the Baltimore -Washington area 
avoided a possible strike Tuesday 
as employees voted to ratify a new 
four-year labor agreement. 

“The members are very pleased. 
It passed by over 95 percent with 
the Giant folks,” said C. James 
Lowthers, president of Local 400 of 
the United Food and Commercial 
Workers Union. 

The Giant vote came four hours 
after 4,000 union members employed 
by Safeway voted overwhelmingly to 
accept an identical agreement. 

The contract provides annual 
increases of 30-35 cents per hour, 
totaling $1.25 through March 29, 
2008. 

While current workers will 
continue to earn time and a half 
for hours worked on Sunday, new 
employees will get premium pay of 
one dollar an hour, which increases 
to $2 in the third year of service. 

Health care deductibles for 
existing employees will double to 
$200 per year, but copays for doc- 
tors visits and prescription medi- 
cations remain unchanged. 

The agreements cover about 
26,000 employees at Giant and 
Safeway stores in Maryland, northern 
Virginia and D.C. derrillholly(ap)

Police said Bradley H. Gant, 29, 
of the District, was involved in an 
altercation with an unidentified 


man and ran onto the bus, where 
he was shot multiple times. Gant left 
the bus and collapsed, police said, 
and was later pronounced dead.

Mislabeled Pipes Linked to Water Woes 


WASHINGTON | Some home water 
lines listed as copper are actually 
made of lead, and that apparently 
contributed to elevated lead levels 
in tap water at those houses, city 
officials announced Tuesday. 

Water and Sewer Authority Chief 
Engineer Mike Marcotte said pipe 
inspections at 49 houses listed as 
having copper lines revealed that 
42 of them have all lead or partially 
lead lines.

Treasury secretary says 
sending jobs overseas 
makes America strong 

WASHINGTON I Treasury Secretary 
John Snow reignited the political 
argument over U.S. companies 
shipping jobs overseas Tuesday 
with comments that “outsourc- 
ing” was an integral part of a global 
trading system. 

Asked in a newspaper interview 
whether he thought outsourcing 
made the U.S. economy strong. 
Snow replied, “It’s one aspect of 
trade and there can’t be any doubt 
about the fact that trade makes ... 
America strong.” 

Snow’s remarks were similar to 
comments N. Gregory Mankiw, the 
president’s chief economist, made 
last month in which he said out- 
sourcing would probably be a long- 
term benefit for the United States.

And I hesitate to 
ask, but what’s up with those guys 
who come up to you in parking lots 
and say they can “fix” dents? 

Do not, under any circumstance, 
even talk to one of these crooks. The 
outcome is usually significantly 
more expensive damage then you 
started with. Check with abodyshop 
or a paintless dent removal service. 
It’s hard to say if it makes financial 
sense without seeing the car. Many 
times it does not. 

What kind of grease should I use 
on car doors to get a smooth open- 
and-close?

On a long trip, the oil pressure light 
on my VW Passat came on inter- 
mittently.

Oil warning lights — especially 
red oil warning lights — indicate 
low oil pressure, not oil volume. 
Red warning lights mean stop. As 
in, stop right now.

In the early stag- 
es, you may have been looking at 
an oil pump problem. Now there 
are two possibilities: a bad oil pres- 
sure switch (very minor, so I hope 
for your sake that’s it) or serious 
engine damage.

ADAPTATION I Who the heck is 
Hellboy? 

With his devil’s tail, red skin 
and sanded- down horns — to say 
nothing of a grotesquely oversized 
stone right arm — this villainous - 
looking superhero is nowhere near 
as popular as Superman, Spider- 
man or Batman.

According to the comic, Hellboy 
was conjured up 60 years ago by a 
Nazi collaborator to perpetrate evil. 
But Allied Forces, led by a para- 
normal expert. Professor Broom, 
rescued Hellboy and raised him 
as a son. Hellboy became part of
